Funeral arrangements hnvo not 
not been made, but the body will be 
taken tomorrow to Holiins, Va., the 
summer haaM of the late Senator. 

Up to the' time of his retirement 
from the Senate in March last Mr. 
Kern v as majoi ity floor lea<ler and 
chairman of the Democratic Confer- 
enea Committee. 

Native Indianan. 

John Worth Kern, member of the 
United Stotes Senate from Indiana 
since Maieh 4, 1911, waa bom in Alto, 
Howard county, Indiana, on Decem- 
ber 20, 1849. His father was a coun- 
try doctor and catne from a |food 
family in Virginia. The elder Kern 
first went to Warren county, Ohio, 
where he married Nancy Liggett, the 
daughter of a fhnner. In 1886 he 
settled in Shp^y county, Indiana, 
some thirty mnes southeast of Indi- 
anapolis. Ten yeais later he lemov- 
ed to the .Alto settlement in Howard 
co'.inly. a humlred miles tii I .e north. 
From 1854 to 1864 the familv occu- 
pied a farm in Warren county, Iowa, 
but the close of the Civil War found 
them back in Indiana.

We are now in the fourth vear of tha next tm 9t thraa yaara, eaarting 

the deatha of tha generation in that 

period, in order that their liberty and 

the liberty ol their count > aii.i I.; 
liberty oi their children may be pre- 
set ved. 

There has been aome pessimism ia 
the United Stntaa during the laat 
four wedw. But the older people re- 
member what the forlorn hopes of 
the north were (Uiiin^r tiic last week 
of June in '63, a week previous to 
Gettysburg and to Vicksburg. 

And they alao remambar how in 
the nnunar of fi tha north was 
tired, very tirad, and again paaafania* 
tic. 

And the thoui^tful Confederate 

also remembers that in spite of the 
enthusiaam and ch aa iing, nftar July 

of '6.3 there was little hope. 

And even in '64, as they fouRht 
most desperately, all knew in the 
south the tragedy would soon be 
ended. 

Germany has hurt the alliea during 

the present summer. Trained Ger- 
man .^olilifi .s of three years have been 
lunliii>; themselves against the west 
front. DunniT tlie last year they 
lia\e ."-ulleied greater losses on tliis 
front than the allies hi killed and in 
wounded. 

The Germans swore to take V(>r- 
dun. The French swore that the Cer- 
mans should not pass. The German 

lo.^scs were two to oaa ia that au8- 

tained assault. 
The Gannans again had awom to 

take a hill in the Champagne, and 
the French had sworn that they 
should not pass. 

And the Germans have been beaten. 
For every Frenchman killed prob- 
ably two Ganaana have bean Idlled, 
j because the Germans ware attackers. 

The allies :iiv tired, but tha Ger- 
mans are more tired. 

Russia — that mystic country of the 
East — is, on the surface, actmg bad- 
ly.

While the Russian army in Gall- 
da Is being driven back, geographi- 
cally, it is about as great a capture 
of territory fjr the (iiMinans as if 
the Mexicans weie to overrun one 
county in Texai, holding this to be a 
big advanaa 'igainat tha United 
States.

Industrial hygiene is of importance 
at all times, hut It Is of sneelal Inter- 
est now heca' se it i ; a war time cri- 
sis and there is a tendency to speed 
up Industrv at the sacrfflca of ifce 
workers' heji'th. 

Such attempts can only end In dis- 
aster. Ihis has been convincingly 
shown by the late report of the 
health commissioner of England, 
where industry was speeded up to the 
hreakinir point in a desire to pro- 
duce a mavini'.im output.

V.'hen President Wilson on 
Dec. 18 asked all the belligorents for 
a statement of their terms, Germany 
in.sisted upon a secret conference and 
would vro no further, despite the for- 
mal proDosals of Dec. l".
